My experience in the 3rd world has been that hams always dig up 

the cash for rigs and get them, or build them from scratch as per 
previous comments. Now with faith in the free-market spreading like 
wild-fire (reminds me of the old days when we'd say, " despue's de 
la revolucio'n, todo se va a arreglar" these great toys and their 
components are more readily available. The big threat to hams was in 
those countries where having a RECEIVER was prohibited or licenced! 


Also, more than New Zealand have been non-cw. Most Latin American 
Countries don't bother with CW. Up grading means making contact with 
25 other countries on 20 meters so that you can operate on 40! 


Also, if the big rigs don't come out in CW mode -- great for us hmbrw 
folks. That will really separate the mics from the keys. 


The main thing is to let them drop the CW requirements; and set aside 
an exclusive "expeimental" segment for CW etc. using low power. That 
way we QRPs end up with a segment and not a FREQ! How about the 
lower 10% of each band?
